Church drains 
holy water to 
stop flu

Days before the province rolled out its pandemic plan, the 
Catholic church was draining its basin of holy water and set¬ 
ting up hand-sanitizing stations in its own efforts to stop the 
spread of H1N1 flu virus. 

“I think it’s necessary for us to all do our part and...for 
people to see the church is taking this seriously,” said 
Claude Baril, permanent deacon for St. Anthony’s Catholic 
Church.

The changes haven’t created 
much of an upset among mem¬ 
bers of the church, who under¬ 
stand this is for their own safety, Baril said. 

It also helps that these measures are living taken by 
Catholic churches across the province under the guidance 
of the Calgary and Edmonton archdioceses and Alberta 
Health Services. 

“Are we overreacting? I don’t think so. We are doing some¬ 
thing. . .to ensure we are not making the spread of this virus 
easier,” Baril said. 

The local football team has also taken some strides to 
beat H1NI, although head coach Mark Lefebvre doesn't 
believe there is much to worry about. 

Players used to bring their own water bottles to games 
and with so many looking the same, the athletes could eas¬ 
ily mistake another’s for their own. This season coaches 
supply the water and as soon as players have drunk their fill, 
the bottles are tossed. 

“We end up opening a lot of bottles and not finishing 
them...but otherwise we don’t know whose is whose,” said 
Lefebvre. 

The water bottle change is the only measure the team has 
taken. They haven’t stopped shaking hands with their oppo¬ 
nents after games as some teams in Alberta have reported 
doing. 

“It’s a little extreme not to shake hands. ..although I 
wouldn't lie upset at anyone if they didn't want to do it," he 
said.

Mass clinics doling out

Skate club solves coach shortage

In the last year, the board has sponsored three instruc¬ 
tors to become qualified and Llonda Lever is one of them. 

She spent 14 years on the ice growing up and now her 
own daughters are twirling in the rink. When she heard 
the skating club would pay for her to get her coaching 
certification Lever thought, why not. She was in the 
rink anyway and she longed to get back on the ice her¬ 
self. 

“I think it takes a lot for people to pay out of their own 
pocket and put in the time. It’s an expensive 
course...about $350 and then you have to travel to 
Edmonton or Calgary," she said. 

“Having the club pay gives people that extra push.” 

With a total of six coaches, the club can offer a full 
array of programs including a new adult skate session. 
Over 100 children have signed up for training already and 
there is still space for more. 

In other parts of the county, organizers are still strug¬ 
gling to hang onto coaches and recruit new ones. 

Carstairs has two from Calgary right now but next year 
the duo won’t be coming back. Already president Candy 
Turgeon is looking at ways to find replacements. 

“The problem here is really Skate Canada. They make it

There’s no skating around the issue. 

Mountain View County is short on skating coaches and 
without a proactive plan, figure skating clubs won’t be 
able to offer the array of programs they used to, said 
Dena Wannamaker. 

Three years ago the Didsbury Figure Skating Club was 
on the verge of folding because it was short on coaches, 
said Wannamaker, a skate instructor. 

She came out of retirement to help the association get 
back on its feet and was “shocked at how few coaches 
there were to choose from in the county." 

“We were in a pickle," she said. 

The club could have drawn from the pool of instructors 
in Calgary but the cost was hefty. The figure skating 
board also felt city coaches wouldn’t invest as much into 
the children as a local instructor would. 

I-ast year, they came up with a solution to draw trainers 
from Didsbury and quite possibly end the coaching short¬ 
age that’s plagued the county for years. 

“The only way for Didsbury to have a strong skating 
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available at local 
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club is a good solid coaching staff that cares about the 
community and the kids," said Wannamaker. 

“We decided to sponsor local people to get 
certified...with the understanding they would come back 
and teach for us." 

Skate Canada, the national organization that sets certi¬ 
fication standards, charges too much for a course that 
leads only to a part-time job. Parents didn’t find the 
process worthwhile, Wannamaker said. 

By paying for the course, people are given the added 
incentive to take training and though it has cost the club 
some money, it believes it worthwhile. Wannamaker said 
most of the money can be made back when skaters regis¬ 
ter this fall. Hoard members also plan to apply for a gov¬ 
ernment grant. 


so hard to get your levels for coaching that when people 
retire or move on, no one wants to come up," she said. 

Though some may get their level one, it's that much 
more gruelling to advance to stage two, which qualifies a 
coach to teach. 

“All the clubs in this area are faced with similar chal¬ 
lenges... (figure skating) is becoming hard lo offer," said 
Lisa bind, vice-president for the Olds Figure Skating 
Club. 

The Olds club has one coach going through the 
CanSkate certification program right now and two coach¬ 
es teaching advanced classes. 

It tried to increase instructor numbers like Didsbury 
has by paying for coaches to train, but couldn’t find 
enough adults willing to go through the process.

Firearms safety 
a fall must

With the fall hunting season 
about to get underway in West 
Central Alberta, it’s a good time 
for firearm owners and other gun 
users to once again be reminded 
to put safety first. 

Whether it’s the secure storage of guns or the 
proper and correct use of firearms in general, the 
message is the same: guns can be useful tools, but 
they must always be treated with the utmost cau¬ 
tion and care. 

The Canadian Safety Council says main safety 
issues surrounding guns include children playing 
with firearms; depressed or violent persons using 
unsecured guns to harm themselves or someone 
else; and unsecured guns being stolen for use in 
crime. 

The latest statistics show about 850 firearm 
deaths a year in Canada And for every person 
killed by a firearm, two more are ii\jured. 

“Gun-related deaths and injuries, the majority of 
which occur in the home, can be prevented,” says 
council president Jack Smith. “That is why safe 
storage is so important.” 

Sadly, far too many firearm-related accidents 
continue to involve children playing with guns that 
they have absolutely no business having in their 
possession in the first place. 

“Make it impossible for any child in the home to 
access a gun,” he says. 

The anti-gun lobby has in the past cited firearm 
accidents involving children as one of the main rea¬ 
sons for imposing further restrictions on gun own¬ 
ership and use. 

The only way to properly counter such claims is 
to prevent firearm accidents before they happen - 
and that means safe storage at all times of the year. 

The Safety Council offers the following firearm 
safety tips: 

• Ensure firearms are unloaded at all times when 
stored; 

• Lock the firearms in a cabinet, safe or room that 
was built or modified specifically to store firearms 
safely, and difficult to break into; 

• Attach a secure locking device, such as a trigger 
lock or cable lock (or remove the bolt) so the 
firearms cannot be fired; 

• Store ammunition separately or lock it up. It 
can be stored in the same locked gun cabinet/safe 
as the firearms only if t hey are securely locked and 
the container is constructed so that it cannot be 
readily broken into; 

• Make sure that children do not have access to 
the keys used to lock up your firearms and ammu¬ 
nition; 

• Teach children not to handle firearms without 
adult supervision. 

Hunting and guiding is big business in West 
Central Alberta, bringing much needed traffic to 
area shops, restaurants, motels and other facilities. 

As such, preventing gun mishaps, involving 
children and adults alike, is in the best interests of 
gun owners, sportsmen and the community at 
large.

Iran snub sends right message 


Rarely does nide behaviour stoke 
national pride, but that was exactly 
the case Sept. 23 when Canada stood 
up for human rights and walked out 
on Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad during his speech to 
the 64th UN General Assembly. 

Ahmadinejad had an international 
stage to espouse yet another diatribe 
against capitalism and Israel — two 
of his main targets — when Foreign 
Affairs Minister Lawrence Cannon 
did his country proud by standing up 
and storming out. Israel joined 
Canada in the boycott, as did the 
United States. Many nations did not 
bother attending, leaving half the 
General Assembly empty by the time 
Ahmadinejad delivered closing 
remarks. 

Cannon, who stood in for Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper, made his 
boycott plans clear well before 
Ahmadinejad’s speech. He said the 
decision stemmed from three main 
factors: Iran's shoddy human rights 
record, Ahmadinejad’s repeated 
denial of the Holocaust and the 
nation’s unrelenting nuclear ambi¬ 
tions that threaten the existence of 
Israel. 

Walking out on a speech might do 
little to curtail Iran’s status as a per¬ 


ceived threat to peace in the Middle 
East and beyond, but it is still a moral 
victory worth celebrating. 
Ahmadinejad has proven time and 
again he is an uncaring leader with a 
deplorable record for his govern¬ 
ment’s treatment of citizens and for¬ 
eign nationals. 

Iran’s punishing suppression of 
protests following Ahmadinejad’s 
contested re-election in June is but 
the latest in a pattern of behaviour. 
The world watched in horror — via 
smuggled video — as Iranians were 
brutally corralled, beaten and even 
killed following the vote, in which 
fraud has been suspected in 
Ahmadinejad’s victory over Mir 
Hossein Mousavi. One of the journal¬ 
ists covering the election, C anadian 
Maziar Bahari has been held in an 
Iranian prison for three months with¬ 
out being charged. The treatment of 
Iranian citizens and foreign nationals 
like Bahari sparked worldwide out¬ 
rage that lingers still. Green-clad 
Mousavi supporters protested out¬ 
side the UN building in New York 
Sept. 23. 

The Bahari case unfortunately is 
not the first time Iran has detained a 
Canadian citizen. This is a nation 
responsible for the death of 


Canadian photojournalist Zahra 
Kazenti, who died in Iranian custody 
six years ago after her arrest for tak¬ 
ing pictures of a protest in Tehran. 
Kazemi was beaten to death while in 
custody, though her killer, an Iranian 
security agent, was acquitted of all 
charges. A year after her death an 
Iranian court ruled Kazemi died as 
the result of an accident. A former 
Iranian physician who examined 
Kazemi in hospital later said the jour¬ 
nalist was brutally raped and tor¬ 
tured. 

The Harper government has taken 
its lumps in recent months amid crit¬ 
icisms it has failed to protect 
Canadians detained abroad. The 
most recent example, Suaad Hagi 
Mohamud was stranded in Kenya 
because a Canadian consular official 
branded her an "imposter" for not 
looking like her passport photo. 
While those incidents are not forgot¬ 
ten, shunning Iran shows the Harper 
government can be a leader on the 
world stage and stand up for 
Canadian interests, at least when it 
wants to. Such a move is not only 
admirable, it’s overdue.

According to Reiter, “there is a dark 
intrigue to vampires that just draws you 
in."

Dr. Lynn Bartholome, former president 
for the Popular Culture and American 
Culture Association, has seen the ebb 
and flow of vampire popularity since 
Buffy and believes it’s the dark, forbid¬ 
ding nature of the undead that beckons 
to us.

Fascination surged with the Twilight

“This has become big, especially in the* 
U.S. You have bookstores open at mid¬ 
night and (people) dressing up like char¬ 
acters in...novels," she said. 

Inez Kosinski, manager for the 
Didsbury Municipal Library, hasn’t seen 
any teens modelling after vampire char¬ 
acters here, but paranormal books she 
can't keep on the shelf. 

Love stories about vampires, were¬ 
wolves and zombies have become the 
hottest trend, leaving traditional 
Harlequin romance novels virtually 
untouched. Kosinski can’t peg the appeal 
of the Halloween characters but says 
they could be providing Harry Potter 
fans with a more mature version of 
magic and the otherworldly. 

Whatever the reason, Kosinski doesn’t 
see the fad slowing down anytime soon 
especially with the release of New Moon, 
the sequel to Twilight hitting theatres 
next month. 


Didsbury family defends 
youth hangout

Sharon Wagner doesn’t 
get the fuss about the 
360 Youth Centre. 

Her 13-year-old son has 
been hanging out there 
all summer and she’s 
dropped in herself to 
check out the program. 

“I think it’s a nice place 
for kids to hang out and 
it gives them something 
to do instead of just sit¬ 
ting at home," she said. 

Wagner has heard neg¬ 
ative comments about 
the centre from people 
upset about teenagers 
causing disturbances, 
such as wheelies in the 
parking lot and loud 
music. 

Her concern is those 
voices disparaging the 
centre will be loud 
enough to reach the ears 
of council, which is set 
to vote this month on 
whether to support a 
permanent youth pro¬ 
gram. 

“I think we need to 
keep it. No one wants 
anything in their neigh¬ 
bourhood, no shelters, 


no affordable housing 
and no youth centre, 
but...what else do we 
have for teenagers?" 
Wagner said. 

“There’s nothing.” 

As for comments about 
swearing, fighting and 
wheelies - you can see 
that anywhere. Part of 
the responsibility in pre¬ 
venting bad behaviour 
lies with parents, who 
should do a drive-by 
every once in awhile to 
check up on their chil¬ 
dren, she said. 

Her son, Drake, hopes 
by the end of October he 
will still have a retreat. 
The centre has been a 
lifeline for him. He can 
go and hang out with his 
friends and talk with a 
supervisor who 

“respects” him and is 
able to walk him through 
moments of peer pres¬ 
sure or tough times. 

“It is like...the one 
place I can just go and be 
myself. We are like a 
family there,” he said. 

Most of the teenagers 
at the centre are under 
the age of 15 who gather 
to skateboard or thumb- 
around on video games; 


they are not there to 
cause trouble, Drake 
added. 

Since the centre 
opened for youth in 
April, Byron Sayer, parks 
and recreation manager, 
has reported a drop in 
misbehaving teenagers. 
Employees at the memo¬ 
rial complex were often 
going head-to-head with 
young people about loi¬ 
tering or rule breaking, 
but since the Youth 360 
program started, there 
haven’t been as many 
clashes. 

An average of 30 
teenagers drop into the 
centre every day, which 
is now located in the 
Didsbury Memorial 
Complex multipurpose 
room. By the end of 
August, organizers were 
seeing as many as 70 
young people trickle into 
the building. 

“This is the first time 
we’ve tried a program 
like this and it’s been 
successful,” said Byron 
Sayer, in an September 
interview. 

“It’s a great start as far 
as offering youth an 
alternative."

Economy takes toll on fire departments

The province is fraught with volunteer troubles and the fire industry is not 
immune. 

This fall the government is wrapping up a study geared to show how many volun¬ 
teer firefighters are hanging up their helmets each year and how fire stations can fill 
empty lockers. 

“Alberta has some centres that are having recruitment and retention issues...the 
economy has something to do with it," said Trent West, fire commissioner for 
Alberta. 

“And some fire stations will never get more than they’ve got, which is a couple peo¬ 
ple leaving and a couple people joining.” 

On average, Didsbury loses three or four volunteers each year. 

Walter O'Dell, who has been a volunteer with the department for the last 22 years, 
said there is a core of five to eight firefighters and beyond that “it’s a revolving door." 

“There is constantly people coming in and out, especially in the last few years. We 
are having a hard time getting people here and then having them stay on for a year 
or two," he said. 


fighters raring to go. 

“It’s like the army. You have these people who’ve trained to go overseas but if 
there is no war it’s hard to keep them enthusiastic,” said Bob Wright, deputy fire 
chief. 

The department tries to keep up interest by changing up training exercises and 
going out on location to practise battling flames instead of working in a classroom. 
Beyond that, there’s little it can do. 

The fire commissioner is hoping to change that. 

The government has contracted Volunteer Alberta to collect statistics on volunteer 
firefighters. It is hoped results, which could start pouring in as early as mid-October, 
will help West and his colleagues create solutions to retention issues. 

“Everybody is searching for that golden pill...we know this is a very hard, very 
tough, very dangerous service that requires a lot of training and skill maintenance 
and commitment that is not for every individual,” West said. 

It is thought that perhaps there is too much pressure on young people - high debt 
load, high mortgages and high cost of living - not to mention family commitments. 

To cut down on the juggling act, West said the government could be looking at cre¬ 
ating new training methods that would allow firefighters to remain at home. 

“We know we need to make this appealing to the younger generation by making it

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Stay fire smart and don't get burned 
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Tost the water before putting a child in the hath. Wear 
short or close-fitting sleeves when cooking on the stove- 
top. Extinguish candles before going to bed. Do these 
safety tips sound like plain common sense? Well, these 
and other simple actions may be all it takes to prevent 
devastating fires and hums. 

The Alberta Emergency Management Agency in part¬ 
nership with emergency services recognize Fire 
Prevention Week as an important awareness campaign 
that teaches Albertans about staying smart and not get¬ 
ting burned. From October 4 to 10, fire and life safety 
educators across Canada will bring important safety mes¬ 
sages to their communities to help prevent fires, deaths, 
injuries and property damage. 

On average, there are 5,400 fires reported to the Alberta 
Emergency Management Agency each year. These fires 
result in an average of 31 deaths, 280 injuries and approx¬ 
imately $300 million in direct property loss. Careless 
smoking is the number one cause of home fire deaths. 
Unattended cooking is the number one cause of home fire 
ii\juries. These and other statistics tell us how fires start 
and help us monitor trends over time. We can leant from 
fires that have happened in the past and try to prevent 
similar fires from happening in the future. 

The major causes of home fires in Alberta and else¬ 
where — cooking, home heating, smoking, electrical and 
arson/vandalism — are documented. Each fire is analyzed 
to provide ideas that can be put to use to prevent such 
fires from happening again. 

Consider a fire that happened in Alberta. A renter used 
gasoline to light a fire in the backyard fire pit. The 20 L 
gas can caught fire and the renter threw it into an above 
ground swimming pool which burned down to the water 
line. This fire reminds us that using flammable liquids, 
such as gasoline, can be dangerous. We learn that a fire 
can travel through a trail of vapour and cause an explo¬ 
sion in the container. 

During Fire Prevention Week 2009, more stories will be 


shared in hopes of preventing fires and the terrible losses, 100,000 homeless, destroyed more than 17,400 structures 
both personal and property, that can result. and bunted more than 2,(KM) acres. In Alberta, Fire

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Fireplace ashes cause apartment building fire 


The scenario: 

A second-floor resident of a three-storey apartment 
building had placed a cardboard box containing fireplace 
ashes on his balcony. Embers ignited the box and flames 
spread to the exterior siding and to a third-floor balcony. 
By the time firefighters arriv ed, the fire had spread to the 
attic and roof and was burning out of control. The fire 
seriously damaged the structure before firefighters were 
able to extinguish it. 

Damage to the building, valued at $900,000, and its con¬ 
tents, valued at $450,000, was estimated at $500,000 and 
$225,000 respectively. Fortunately, no one was injured. 


Lessons learned: 

This fire is a chilling reminder to always put fireplace 
ashes in a metal container and place the container out¬ 
side away from combustibles. There are a number of 
other safety precautions to remember when using a fire¬ 
place: 

• Make sure the fire is completely out before going to 
bed or leaving the house. 

• Do not store combustible materials such as newspa¬ 
per too close to the fireplace. 

• Use a screen in front of the fireplace opening to pro¬ 
tect children and to prevent embers from escaping and 


igniting carpets, etc. 

• Never leave children unattended near a fireplace. 

• Use dry, well-seasoned wood in small amounts. 

• Never overload your fireplace. 

• Have chimneys cleaned, inspected and serviced at 
regular intervals by a professional. 

• Never use charcoal starter fluids, gasoline or any 
other flammable substance to start a fire. Flammable 
vapours can explode. 

• When using artificial logs, burn only one at a time and 
follow instructions on the wrapping. 

• Ensure your fireplace was designed and installed in 
accordance with fire and building codes.

Firefighting has always been a part of Scott Wright's 
life, in fact, you could say it’s in his blood. 

For eighteen years, he watched his father fight fires 
and by the time he graduated high-school he was doing 
the same. 

“At first it was exciting. I’d always wanted to do it," 
Wright said. 

“Then once I was in it, I liked the comradeship and 
being part of a team." 

For 11 years, Wright has suited up in the locker 
rooms of t he Didsbury Fire Department and rushed out 
on engines to douse flames. He can’t see himself ever 
leaving the team, although life has a way of changing 
the best laid plans. 

Ask any volunteer at the department and they’ll tell 


you the job takes dedica¬ 
tion. It is hard on family 
life, because firefighters 
not only spent time dashing 
out to calls, but doing train¬ 
ing exercises or public 
awareness campaigns. 

“I don’t think a lot of peo¬ 
ple realize we do this on 
our own time. We do it for 
the enjoyment of the job 
and because it feels 
rewarding to help out your 
community....there are 

times you really feel the cone 
mitment," Wright said. 

Wright keeps himself busy, splitting his time between 
volunteer work in Didsbury and his career as a para¬

medic in Calgary. 

He has no idea why he picked up a second emergency 
sector job. 

“Maybe I’m crazy,” he said, chuckling. 

“I think they are just very similar. They are both excit¬ 
ing and rewarding on a day-to-day basis. You help peo¬ 
ple and right away you see their appreciation,” he said. 

His experience providing on-site medical aid, has lent 
a hand in helping our community. In the last 11 years, 
the department has taken on more medical response 
calls than it ever did before. Fifty per cent of the emer¬ 
gencies radioed in have to do with medical issues, 
Wright said. 

“Being a paramedic is useful because I have a sense 
of what is going on and I can assist EMS crews,” he 
said. 

And in the midst of fighting fires and saving lives, 
Wright still finds time to work on his golf swing.

dents that originate outside homes in 
Alberta. Vinyl siding can catch fire 
and the flames can spread up quickly 
after the tar paper under it catches 
fire. The flames can sweep up the 
wall and enter the house through the 
eaves. 

Mower pots or planters are some¬ 
times used by smokers as ashtrays. 
Peat moss in flower pots or planters 
dry out and can become fuel that can 
catch fire. The fire can smoulder for 
a while before erupting into flames. 
Smokers should use deep, wide ash¬ 
trays to dispose of butts. Mushing 
cigarette butts and ashes down the 
toilet is safest. 


The scenario: 

The fire department was calk'd to 
the scene of an exterior house fire. A 
fire had originated in a peal moss- 
filled flower pot on the backyard 
deck. 

A few hours earlier, a resident of the 
home had tossed his cigarette butt in 
a flower pot which had dried out. 
Mantes and heat from the flower pot 
coupled with windy conditions 
helped ignite the vinyl siding of the 
house. The fire spread vertically on 
the exterior to the attic through the 
eaves causing extensive damage. A 
neighbour discovered the blaze and

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Pride of the job keeps O'Dell going 


II has been 22 years since Mike O’Dell first suited up for 
the Didsbury Fire Department and the pride and thrill of 
helping out his neighbours has never gotten old. 

“When you get the call on your pager and you know the 
person whose house is on fire, it hits you all the harder," 


he said. 

“You are waiting to rush down there and put out the 
flames." 

Over 20 years ago, O’Dell moved back to Alberta from 
his home in B.C. to find his brother saving lives and struc¬ 
tures as a volunteer firefighter. The job looked intriguing 
and so O’Dell trailed along on training exercises to see 
what it was all about. It wasn’t too long after, he joined up 


himself. 

“You just never know what will come on those pagers. 
We are on call 24 hours a day, 365 days a year," he said. 

“It can be a real adrenaline rush when you don't know 
what you're up against." 

Since his start, the veteran has had his share of reward¬ 
ing experiences and expressions of thanks from people 
whose homes or lives he saved. But O’Dell has also faced

gut-wrenching emergencies and is the first to admit those 
occurrences take a toll. 

“This is a really tight community and when a person is 
killed and you know the family, it’s tough,” he said. 

The fire department is often called in to accidents and 
when members come across people they know, hurt or 
killed, it gives them a whole new take on life, O’Dell said. 

He has often gone home to his family thinking how pre¬ 
cious his time with them is and how quickly he could lose 
them. 

“It’s always on the back of your mind. You just thank 
God each day when your family makes it through." 

There was one day when every firefighter’s worst night¬ 
mare came true, he said. There was a call about a car that 
had crashed into a deer - it was the wife of one of the vol¬ 
unteers. She died that day. 

The loss didn’t destroy the fire department family but a 
lot of members left as a result. They couldn’t handle the 
work any longer, ()’L)ell said. 

With such a demanding - and at times, taxing - volunteer 
position, it’s no wonder family plays an important part in 
allowing these men and women to fight fires. 

There are times when O’Dell is dashing out on 
Christmas or Thanksgiving; or bolting out of bed in the 
early morning hours and his family is left in the dark. They 
don’t know what emergency he is heading towards or 
whether he is OK. 

“Without (families’) understanding...! am not sure we 
would have a volunteer fire department. Family is really 
important."

A defensive breakdown cost the Colts the season open¬ 
er against the Three Hills Thrashers Saturday.

It was a combination of 
bad weather and green 
players on the defensive 
line that gave the Hawks 
the early advantage. By the 
third quarter the Dragons 
were flexing muscle on the 
field with running back 
Colby Freeborn taking a 
kickoff return all the way 
back for a major score. 
Late in the fourth quarter 
Nolan Mclnnis took an end 
around for a touchdown, 
the last of t he game. After 
his touchdown, the player 
also recovered a short 
kick on a great individual 
effort. 

“He just dived through 
the air and touched the 
hall before it went out of 
bounds. It was a great 
play," Lefebvre said. 

Despite some great plays 
on the gridiron, the 


Dragons were unable to 
fend off the Hawks and 
lost 50-22. This is the sec¬ 
ond game against the 
Hawks the Dragons have 
dropped. 

With the win, the Hawks 
claimed top spot in the 
league for playoffs Oct. 24, 
which means they will be 
squaring off against the 
Carstairs Tigers, currently 
sitting in last place. 

On Oct. 17, the last game 
before playoff weekend, 
the Sundre Bison and 
Didsbury Dragons will be 
battling for home field 
advantage. They are 
already locked in as rivals 
for the championships. 

“1 don’t think we feel 
pressure to get the advan¬ 
tage* . . . it would just be a 
gift to our fans to play at 
home," Lefebvre said. 

The challenge for the 
Dragons a week from now 


will be bringing down 
Bison running hack Alex 
Clews, who has proven to 
be quick and elusive. 

In the last game against 
the Bison, Lefebvre said 
his team was able to stop 
Clews “pretty good". His 
average is four to five 
touchdowns a game and 
the Dragons held him to 
three - though it was 
enough to give the Bison a 
six point lead for the win. 

“As far as I know, there 
is one player from Sundre 
who has scored every 
touchdown (for the team) 
this year. He is very fast 
and very good; we are 
going to focus on him and 
not let him fool anybody.” 

The game will be I p.m., 
Oct 17 in Didsbury.
